Friend Penn, in the Gazette of Jjily 18, I 
have seen your communication on the subject of 
regulating trade. W ill you permit me , to suggest 
a hint , on the Herr p business, which if you ap- 
prove of, can probably be incorporated into some 
of the future communications you have promised. 

Let the growers of hemp unite in a petition, to 
our Legislature, for the passage of an act, incor- 
porating them as a company, for the purpose of 
regulating the price of hemp: with a capital suf- 
ficient to answer the purpose. The company to 
exercise limited banking powers, such as issuing 
notes of a denomination not less then 50 dollars, 
payable on presentation, and hearing an interest 
of per cent until presented. 

Let the company build ware-houses in such 
places as they may deem necessary, for the receiv- 
ing and safe keeping of such hemp, as the growers’ 
may choose to deposile in them. The President 
and Directors, at regular or called meetings, to 
affix the amount of money depositors shall receive 
on each hundred cwt. deposited ; and also the 
price, which the manufacturers and other purchas- 
ers shall pay a: the ware-house . 

Let the keepers of ware-houses give to each 
person depositing hemp, a certificate of the quali- 
ty and amount deposited. Atid let the cashier 
of the company be instructed, to pay the holders 
of these certificates, according to the proportions 
fixed by ihe^pi rectory ; giving to each a certificate,

net in perfect concert by means of signs 
and tokens received from the daring in- 
dividual under whose influence they 
move.

Steward came 
up with him — remained incognito — he 
came very familiar — spoke of the abun 
dnnt thieving in the country, not re- 
proachfully, but with perfect justifica 
tion — and at length succeeded in indu- 
cing Murel to believe him a “rare fellow” 
and fit instrument for his jmrpose. The 
result was, Murel began to feel of him 
and venture little disclosures, at which 
Stewart seemed lo take until full confi 
dence was given, Stewart esteemed t 
promising discipline, taken to the “mys 
tic council” let into a full history, &c. — 
When they returned, Stewart immedi- 
ately had Murel arrested and held in cus 
tody. 

It appears from Murel’s disclosures, 
that lie is a native of J/iddle Tennessee

His adventures, in these excursions 
are full of incidents, any of which are 
enough to make the blood run cold in the 
veins of all who are not lost to the feel 
ings of humanity. Take the following, 
which we select at random from the 
pamphlet; 

“I had been acquainted with some old 
hands for a long time, who had given me 
names of some royal fellows between 
Nashville and Tuscaloosa, and between 
Nashville and Savannah, in the state of 
Georgia , and many other places. My 
self and a fellow by the name, of Gren 
shaw gathered four good horses, and slat- 
ted for Georgia. We got in company 
with h young South Carolinian just be 
fore we got to Cumberland mountain 
and Grenshaw soon knew all about his 
business. He had been to Tennessee to 
bu.y a drove of hogs, but when he got 
there, pork was dearer than he calcula 
ted, and he declined purchasing. We 
concluded lie was a prize. Grenshaw 
winked at me, I understood his idea

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

The packet ship Caledonia, has arri 
ved at New York from Liverpool, whence 
she sailed on the 16th ultimo — to which 
date, inclusive, the editors of the Com- 
mercial Advertiser, have received their 
English papers.

Capt. Graham informs that the Amer 
ican indemnity bill passed the French 
Chamber of Peers, in the same manner 
and form which it passed the Deputies. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

Nothing of moment had transpired in 
either house of Parliament sinco our last 
advices. The Corporation Reform Bill 
was to come up for its second reading on 
the evening of the 15th. The Reform- 
ers distrust the friendship of Sir Robert 
Peel, and are admonishing their friends 
against apprehended amendments that 
may destroy the Bill. 

Tho Earl of Gosford lias been created 
a Baron of tho United Kingdom, with the 
title of Baron Worlington, of Beccles, in 
the county of Suffolk, and appointed cap 
tain General and Governor-in chief of 
the Provinces of Lower and Upper Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
the the island of Prince Edward. 

House of Commons, June 10. — The 
lion. Mr. Byng, the Comptroller of the 
household, appeared at the bar, and sta- 
ted that an address having been presen 
ted by the house to his majesty, on the 
19t'n of the last month, praying that his 
majesty would take measures to put an 
end to the continuance of the slave trade, 

His majesty had been graciously pleas- 
ed to return an answer, stating that he 
had received their dutiful address, con- 
taining the expression of their wishes that 
he would enter into negotiations with his 
allies for the purpose of putting a total 
end to the slave trade; that he regretted 
deeply that this nefarious trade should 
he carried on to a considerable extent un- 
der foreign flags; that he had already en- 
tered into negotiations with foreign states, 
and that he hoped soon to be able to lay 
the papers connected with the subject 
on the table of the house ; and that, in the 
meantime, the house might rely upon his 
continued efforts to conclude with his al- 
lies arrangements to carry the wishes of 
the house into effect. 

The Limerick Chronicle gives the fol 
lowing melancholy particulars of an aw- 
ful shipwreck : — A passenger, who was, 
one of the fifteen saved from the wreck 
of the "Monarch, of Liverpool, captain 
Jackson, states that there were 240 souls 
on hoard, and that they were six days on 
their wav to New York, when she struck 
about midnight, on Thursday, the 28th 
ult., being then in charge of the mate, 
who was intoxicated. Two hundred and 
twenty-five souls perished! the captain, 
three sailors, and eleven passengers were 
picked up by the Frances Mary, Flynn, 
and brought to Dublin. The passengeis 
were mostly from the county of Limer- 
ick, being only a few from Tipperary, 
among whom were persons of the name 
of Kcnchan and Mahar, neighborhood of 
Cashel. 

On the subject of the intervention, the 
Morning Chronicle says: — - 

Despatches from Mr. Viilcrs were on 
Friday received at the foreign office, 
which represent the tranquility of Mad- 
rid as remaining undisturbed. Great

The question of intervention in the afiairs of 
Spain is agitated will] great earnestness in tbs 
French and English journals. Although the two 
governments will not interfere directly , confidence' 
is expressed that the plan adopted of allowing vol- 
unteers to enlist for tl o army of the Queen will- 
produce all the riesired effects. 

It is affirmed in the London Morning Chronicle 
that tlte ground of the decision of France against" 
intervention was that the Northern Powers had 
signified to the French Cabinet that if a single 
Fencli regiment etossed lire Pyrenees, they would’ 
look upon it as a proclamation of war against 
themselves, and that when England was asked in 
consequence, whether in case the French troops* 
entered Spain, sire would join in a defensive alli- 
ance with Francli against Austria, she refused lo 
enter into any sucli engagement. 

The Chronicle, however, entertains no appre- 
hension ofany warlike demonstrations which tho 
Northern Powers might exhibit. “The stern, and 
lo them disagreeable truth is, that they cannot be- 
come real belligerents, however well inclined they 
may be to assume that character, for they have no 
money. Russia has in her treasury scarcely 
enough to pay the spies and agent9 whom, with 
conning industry, she has scattered over every part 
of Europe. The financial condition of Auslriais 
rapidly approaching a crisis, cf which Hungary 
will most probaly avail herself to proclaim her an- 
cient constitution. The internal peace of Prussia, 
depends on Ihe life of the King; anditcanbe no 
secret that all. Germany is waiting for the first 
sound of the trumpet to rise in general and open re- 
volt, which would soon spread to Northern Italy . 
'A ilh these fac’s and anticipations before their 
eyes, tho Northern League may go to war if they 
dare.” 

The same paper states that it is no secret that 
the members of the French ministry who have 
made up their minds for intervention, are Messrs. 
Thiers and Guizot. “The Cabinet have already 
decided against intervention, but these gentlemen, 
still retain their opinion — their sic volo in its favory 
even though the whole press of Paris, a decided 
majority of the Chamber of Deputies, the Cabinet 
of England, the w hole press of England, the whole 
current of public opinion in the two countries, aro 
unanimous in a disinclination to any Such meas- 
ure .” They are charged with believing that eclat 
in arms, no matter where or why, is an essential 
part of tire machinery of government in France; 
and Mr. Thiers is, moreover, accused of beings 
morbidly ambitious to signalize ilis name by con- 
necting it with military glory.

ca?e lie wishes to place on the route a higher de- 
gree of service than is contracted for, lirst offering

7. That if the contractor shall rim a stage or 
other vehicle more rapidly or more frequently than 
the is required by the contract !o carry the mail, he 
shall give the same increased celerity and fre- , 
jquency to the mail, ami w ithout increase of com- 
pensation .
